The “Forgotten Men”

average garden are certainly the 
trees and shrubs.

pruning. 
With trees, it’s more a

“This latest outrage,” Gen H al­ 
ler said, “is revealed in a letter 
which I have in my 
possession. 
This is not propaganda; it

document prepared by reputable 
physicians in the Netherlands who 
are in a position to know about 
the sterilization atrocity.” 
For the most part, Gen. Haller 
said, the victims of sterilization 
were men and women in “excel­ 
lent physical condition.”

Various 
phases of the use of concrete, prop­ 
er mixing, placing, curing, and 
reinforcing of concrete were taken 
up. 
Sample aggregates available 
were brought by the members of 
the camps and trial batches were 
made up using the proper amounts 
of the 
aggregates, 
water 
and 
cement. 
In addition, slides were 
used supplementing the infroma- 
tion given by Mr. 
Meeker 
and 
Mr. Ax. 
One of 
the 
most 
important 
points brought out in the meet­ 
ing was the use of water in m ix­ 
ing concrete. 
It was 
explained 
that three gallons of water is re­ 


quired for the curing of one sack 
of cement in a mix. 
The 
addi­ 
tion of w ater to the mix weakens 
the cured concrete at the rate of 
about 1000 pounds 
per 
square 
inch, 
empressive 
strength, 
for 
each gallon of w ater added. How­ 
ever, it is necessary to add more 
that three gallons of w ater to a 
concrete mix in order to make it 
workable and the amount added 
will depend upon the use to which 
the concrete is put. 
For instance, 
concrete to be poured 
in 
forms 
with steel reinforcing rods must 
necessarily contain 
more 
w ater 
and therefore be more plastic and 
workable than concrete used 
in 
forms w ith no reinforcing rods. In 
all cases, however, if the maximum 
tsrength is to be secured, no more 
w ater should be used in the mix 
than is necessary to make it work­ 
able.

Edgar Watson Howe, Author and 
Editor 


When Edgar 
Watson 
Howe’s 
greatest literary work, The Story 
of a County Town, appeared, his 
contem poraries pointed with ap­ 
parent exactness to 
the 
towns, 
communities, and 
families 
that 
figured in the brilliant story. The 
setting was Harrison county, Mis­ 
souri, the author’s boyhood home. 
Howe was born near 
Treaty, 
Indiana, on May 3. 1853, 
eighty- 
seven years ago this w'eek. 
His 
parents brought him to H arrison 
county. Missouri, when he was a 
sm all boy. 
Here he received his 
education and at the age of eleven 
began setting type in his father’s 
new spaper office in Bethany. 
His father sold the paper, 
The 
W eekly Union of the States, 
in 
1865, and opened a store 
where 
his son worked for a time. Young 
Howe also helped the new printer 
occasionally. 
During 
the 
next 


) 
the Globe gained national atten­ 
tion. Kansas and Missouri accept­ 
ed it as a news and advertising 
agency, and soon the young editor 
was netting $25,000 a year. 
During his first years at Atchi­ 
son, Howe wrote his most popular

Town, with characters and setting 
selected from the life he knew so 
well in Harrison county.

NEED CARE 


The “Forgotten M en” 
of

average garden are certainly the 
trees and shrubs. 
For most peo­ 
ple concentrate on flowers, 
for­ 
getting that trees and shrubs are 
the fram e-w ork of the garden. 
One thing th at’s im portant 
is 
pruning. 
With trees, it’s more a 
question of when not to 
prune,
